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APB Excited about SHL Proposal 
SHL Planners Excited about APB 


The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) met with representatives of 
Apartment Investment and Man- 
agement Company (AIMCO), the 
owners of the Springhill Lake 
apartments, to review the pro- 
posed plans to replace the exist- 
ing apartments with a new apart- 
ment community. The main pur- 
pose of this meeting was to re- 
view the proposal, which was de- 
scribed as a work in progress. 
However, the board decided to 
unanimously adopt a motion (to 
be refined by email amongst the 
members) expressing general sup- 
port for the concept plan. They 
also supported a higher-density 
mixed residential project with 
some commercial to take advan- 
tage of the site without support- 
ing at this time the finer details 
of the urban design. 

Representatives of AIMCO 
were delighted with the board’s 
quick action. Patti Schwayder, 
senior vice-president for govern- 
ment and community relations of 
AIMCO, told the board at the 
close of the meeting, “You are 
tremendous! You are fantastic!”

Earlier she commented, “Council 
should hear this elegant discus- 


sion. Council would be enlight- 
ened.” Those remarks were sec- 
onded by Joseph DeTuno, 
AIMCO’s executive vice-presi- 
dent for redevelopment, who 
chimed in, “It’s great!” 
Plan Review 
Schwayder and Mike Watkins, 
director of town planning for 
Duany, Platter-Zyberk and Com- 
pany, reviewed the concept plan. 
Schwayder told how after six 
years of ownership, AIMCO has 
concluded that it would be bet- 
ter to replace than restore. She 


speculated that it could be an in- 
credible community built to new 
design standards. The company 
and its consultants have spent 
two years so far to reach this 
point in the process. However, it 
is still a work in progress. 

Watkins cautioned that the 
board should not be concerned 
at this time about details such as 
the location of bike racks and 
design of playgrounds. That 
will come at a later stage of de- 
sign. This is a concept plan. He 
commented on how AIMCO had 
presented the idea to them and 
given them a great degree of 
freedom in a pedestrian friendly, 
diversified community. 

The site has some fundamen- 
tal limitations upon the design, 
they concluded. The existing 
Street system, both public and 
private roads, need to be main- 
tained because the existing utili- 
ties are located there. Also, 
many of the existing trees line 
the streets. That left the design- 
ers with a curious set of blocks

Hard Working Council Tackles 
opringhill Lake Redesign Plans 


While still basking in the 
glow of a job well done con- 
cerning the Metropark develop- 
ment plans and having just put 
the finishing touches on a chal- 
lenging Fiscal Year 2006 budget 
for the city, the Greenbelt City 
Council’s worksession on Tues- 
day, May 31 put council and its 
staff right back into a situation 
requiring additional hard work 
(and more time). Now they must 
effectively address the proposed 
redevelopment scheme for the 
Springhill Lake apartment project 
in west Greenbelt. 

This worksession was 
council’s first opportunity to re- 
view and discuss the Conceptual 
Site Plan (CSP) for the redevel- 
opment of the Springhill Lake 
property recently filed with the 
Prince George’s Technical Staff 
of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC). 

Because this filing of the CSP 
will now accelerate the schedule 
for Greenbelt’s review and con- 
sideration of the proposed plans, 
Celia Craze, director of Green- 
belt’s Community Development 
and Planning Department, told 
council that the city will have to 
play catch-up to provide timely 
suggestions and comments on 
the CSP to Apartment Investment 
and Management Company 
(AIMCO), owners of the property 
and to the M-NCPPC Technical

Staff. 

Craze asked council to funda- 
mentally accept the concept for 
redevelopment, while recognizing 
that staff is not yet ready to ad- 
vise council on what it should 
do, and to continue to work on 
the details as the plan goes 
through the CSP process. 

For council’s information, 
Craze provided a May 27 memo- 
randum delineating the elements 
of the project into “big-picture 
issues and, beyond those, a mul- 
titude of planning and design 1s- 
sues specific to the site.” She 
suggested that council first ad- 
dress the big issues, such as the 
overall projected density in- 
crease, the suggested relocation 
of the elementary school and the 
city’s recreation center and in- 
frastructure improvements and 
public facility needs. 

Other major issues are the re- 
lationship of the SHL property to 
the Beltway Plaza shopping cen- 
ter and Metro development, 
housing choices and opportuni- 
ties and abandonment and dedi- 
cation of street rights-of-way. In 
addition, the city should con- 
sider possible County Tax Incre- 
mental Financing (TIF) assistance 
and the potential for a temporary 
decline in city property tax rev- 
enue generated by the SHL rede- 
velopment process. 

A separate document outlined 
the city staff’s preliminary com- 


ments on the CSP, the relation- 
ship between the CSP and the 
Greenbelt West Sector Plan, the 
Development District Overlay 
Zone (DDOZ) and the County’s 
General Plan, all of which 
should, in some way, influence 
the ultimate planning and devel- 
opment decisions for the prop- 
erty. Council was also provided 
with a background document 
used by the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education in 
their evaluation of the possible 
relocation of SHL Elementary 
School to the present Greenbelt 
Middle School site. 
AIMCO Input 

AIMCO representatives at the 
meeting to respond to the city’s 
questions and concerns included 
Patti Schwayder, AIMCO senior 
vice president, based at the Den- 
ver, Col., headquarters; David 
Douglas, senior vice president for 
the Washington Metropolitan Re- 
gion; Joseph DeTuno of AIMCO; 
Michael Watkins, town planner 
for Duany Plater-Zyberk & Co. 
(DPZ), engaged to plan and de- 
sign the SHL redevelopment 
project; and Andre Gingles, a lo- 
cal planning and zoning attorney 
hired by AIMCO. 

Schwayder, providing a brief 
history of the redevelopment 
project, described how AIMCO’s 
initial plans for a renovation of

FOP Seeks Right to Collective 
Bargaining from City Council

Collective bargaining with 
binding arbitration for police of- 
ficers, open space funds and leg- 
islative initiatives for 2006 were 
some of the topics on the agenda 
when the Greenbelt City Council 
met on Monday night, May 23. 

Collective Bargaining 

John Rogers, chair of the col- 
lective bargaining committee for 
the Greenbelt Fraternal Order of 
Police (FOP) Lodge #32, ex- 
plained to council that the FOP 
was not unhappy in its relation- 
ship to council but had agreed to 
seek collective bargaining rights 
with binding arbitration for offic- 
ers at the rank of sergeant and 
below because they considered it 
the next progressive step in their 
development. During previous 
discussions on the topic, council 
had raised concerns about the 
rest of the city employees who 
do not have this option. Rogers 
said the FOP considers this a 
valid concern and for that reason 
he was not presenting the draft 
charter amendment that had been 
expected. 

The FOP has requested that 


the matter be placed before the 
city voters next November if 
council does not act positively 
on the issue. In order to meet 
the requirements of the city 
charter for putting it on this 
year’s ballot, council must adopt 
a resolution by October 3. 

Rogers said he hoped the city 
would come to a decision by the 
end of August. Mayor Judith 
Davis said council will meet in 
an executive session with legal 
council soon and then hold a 
worksession which should lead 
to a decision. 

The idea of binding arbitra- 
tion created problems for sev- 
eral councilmembers, who con- 
sider it a loss of control and 
even an additional expense 
when legal representation is re- 
quired. During the discussion 
Rogers clarified the process of 
binding arbitration, in which a 
governing body and employees 
agree to resolve differences by 
submitting to the decisions of a 
neutral third party. Rogers

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Editorial 


Think It Through 


We think that it is important for the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil and the county government to consider carefully an appro- 
priate review process for building permits for new additions 
in Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) homes. Not having such a re- 
view, as had been the case until now, is different from the pro- 
cess experienced by all other homeowners in the county. 
While good in-house review standards may now be in place 
at GHI, its long-term history in regard to new additions is not 
that good. 

If you own a home in any other part of Greenbelt and wish 
to build an addition, your plans are reviewed for conformance 
to a variety of zoning and subdivision regulations. These 
regulations are designed to protect one neighbor from exces- 
sive intrusion by another and to preserve the overall design 
and character of a community. 

Because GHI was originally built by the federal govern- 
ment without local controls and has been placed in a zoning 
category restricting building construction in accordance with 
a plan that does not exist, GHI has been free of building con- 
struction review relating to overall size and location of the 
planned design at the county level, where planning and zon- 
ing authority are vested by state law. 

Additions, particularly on the garden and service sides of 
GHI townhomes, can seriously impact the view and access to 
light and enjoyment of the yard of adjacent residents. Neigh- 
bors may fail to object for fear of causing conflict with their 
neighbor. One or more additions in a court can seriously im- 
pact the architectural character of the court, particularly if the 
wrong architectural style or wrong materials are used. 

CB-134-1988, a never-enforced 1988 county council act now 
the subject of much concern by some GHI members and its 
board, requires county review of additions exceeding 25 per- 
cent of the size of a GHI dwelling. The process to be fol- 
lowed for approval under that law, a departure from site plan, 
would be expensive to follow in GHI because there is no ex- 
isting plan to file and one would have to be prepared first. The 
law also affects some of the adjacent single-family homes, but 
not as much because additions over 25 percent in size for 
such homes would be very large. 

CB-134-1988 does not appear to be the right way to regu- 
late and control the construction of additions in GHI. But 
having no governmental oversight to GHI building construc- 
tion, particularly in view of past failures, strikes us as not be- 
ing the right thing to do nor is it in the best interests of GHI 
residents. 

Let’s take the time to resolve this matter once and for all 


the right way.

To the Mayor and Members of Council 


Having just read the article in 
the May 26 News Review con- 
cerning the rapid progress of the 
AIMCO development, I wanted 
to share with you my concerns 
about this project. I will be out 
of town in July and therefore re- 
quest that these comments be in- 
cluded in the official record of 
public hearings held during that 
time on this issue. 

I am very concerned about 
the apparent lack of space being 
allocated for recreational uses 
(e.g., playgrounds, parks and 
ballfields). I remind council that 
Greenbelt and the other green 
towns of the 1930s were specifi- 
cally designed to avoid the well- 
known urban blight of traditional 


city residential areas in which 
children had no place to play ex- 
cept in streets and alleys. I urge 
council to insist on a reasonable 
amount of recreational open 
Space to support the quality of 
this development. To do other- 
wise would be to depart from an 
important feature of quality of life 
for Springhill Lake residents, one 
that is currently enjoyed by those 
of us in Old Greenbelt and 
Greenbelt East. 

I look forward to hearing 
about council actions to include 
recreational open space in the 
AIMCO concept plan and hope 
that you will refuse to settle for 
less. Thank you very much for 
your attention.

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to work with. Fortunately, 
AIMCO is interested in having a 
broad range of housing, not just 
one kind as is mostly the case 
with the current apartments at 
Springhill Lake, Watkins said. 

Another design limitation was 
accommodating stormwater run- 
off. The low point on the site 1s 
at the Springhill Lake elementary 
school. That is where a small 
lake needs to be for storm water 
retention. Hence the planner’s 
desire to rebuild an elementary 
school at another location. 

The center of the community 
will be where the existing neigh- 
borhood commercial area is at 
Springhill Drive and Springhill 
Lane. However, new conve- 
nience stores and shops such as 
a dry cleaner will be located on 
the ground floor of buildings 
which will also house apartments, 
much as they were in old city 
neighborhoods. The highest 
density of residences will be lo- 
cated near the center with the 
lowest densities farthest away. 

The main entrance will be 
facing the Greenbelt Metro Sta- 
tion with twin 10-story “tower” 
buildings on either side of 
Springhill Drive at Breezewood Dr. 
An 800-foot pedestrian walk is to 
connect the community to the 
Metro station and the proposed 
Greenbelt Station complex. There 
will be a variety of styles of 
apartment buildings and 
townhouses throughout the com- 
plex. Some apartments will be 
more like the loft apartments be- 
ing created in old industrial 
buildings. The plan would set 
aside 89 acres of open space. 

Density 

Previously, the planners pro- 
posed to replace the 2,899 units 
with about 4,500 units. That 
count is now up to 6,000. 
Schwayder calls that a cap on 
the number of units but not nec- 
essarily the final count. In the 
approved sector plan for the 
Greenbelt Metro Area, the under- 
lining zoning for the Springhill 
Lake area is a lower density R- 
18 zone. AIMCO proposes 
changing that to the R-10 zone. 
The later adopted General Plan 
for the county would permit up 
to 40 units an acre. 

APB Chair William Wilkerson 
commented that it is not so 
much a question of what the 
zoning should be as it is what 
the concept plan should be. 
City Planner Terri Hruby agreed, 
saying that if you like the con- 
cept plan, then you support an 
appropriate zoning for it. 
AIMCO’s attorney, Andre 
Gingles, commented that the 
amount of density permitted 
would be a driving force in mak- 
ing the project work. He noted 
that the ratio of commercial to 
residential could change, increas- 
ing square footage of commercial 
from 24,000 to 30,000 and re- 
ducing the number of residential 
units by a couple hundred. 

Accommodating traffic gener- 
ated would be the major limita- 
tion to the amount of develop- 
ment. Wilkerson said that the 
greater density would support 
more of the local, walk-to com- 
mercial that the city would like 
to see. Schwayder commented 
about concern of competition 
from the owners of Beltway Plaza 
by saying that she had told them 
it is now their turn to consider 
change. She thought the mall 
should be replaced with a 
mixed-use kind of development. 

DeTuno said that he felt this 
project would become one of the 


“hottest” communities in the 
country. He expected people to 
come from all around. 

Support 

APB member Joyce Chestnut 
felt the board should first decide 
whether it agreed on the increased 
density. “If we can have input 
on the other 100 issues, I support 
the increase in density. What else 
can you do?” she said. 

Member Emmett Jordan said 
that he too was comfortable with 
it. “Increasing density in the vi- 
cinity of Metro makes sense.” 

Sheldon Goldberg, another 
member said, “I’m a big city boy. 
I appreciate what you’re trying to 
do. Where I grew up in the 
Bronx you would have miles of 
residences with retail underneath. 
If you went to the city, you didn’t 
take your vehicle. Hopefully, this 
will do it.” 

Brian Gibbons also said he 
fully supports high-end density. 
“If you make and design a high 
density community, you make a 
walking community. If you do 
not build up the density here 
near Metro stations, the people 
will go out to Frederick County.” 

George Branyan also felt the 
increased density could make it 
a more livable space. “I’m inter- 
ested in seeing it fold over into 
the rest of Greenbelt. This de- 
velopment could make it more 
attractive to other developers and 
property managers to make simi- 
lar changes. “On the one hand it 
will be different. On the other it 
will provide the diversity we 
need,” he said. 

(The seventh board member, 
James Drake, was absent from 
the meeting.) 

Other Items 

Before adjourning, the board 
touched briefly on several issues. 
One is the amount of open space 
to be provided. Will there be 
suitable space for ballfields? 
What will the city decide about 
its recreation center? AIMCO 
would like to use the city prop- 
erty for one of its signature tower 
buildings. The relocation of the 
elementary school and possibly 
the recreation center to the 
middle school property was dis- 
cussed. Gingles, mentioning that 
the school system plans to tear 
down and replace the Greenbelt 
Middle School, noted that the 
historic portion of that building 
which the council seeks to pre- 
serve, consists of 30,000 square 
feet that is leftover. “It is a real 
limitation on what you can do

Review 
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Run See “Over the River”; 
GAC’s Season Finale

Bravo to the Greenbelt Arts 
Center for a moving tribute to 
families just in time for Father’s 
Day as the theater ends its silver 
anniversary season with the play, 
“Over the River and Through the 
Woods,” written by Joe Dipietro, 
directed by Bob Hoffman and 
produced by Pamela Hutchinson. 

The play, dubbed a comedy, 
revolves around a young, single 
Italian-American man Nick 
Cristano, played by Mike 
O’Donnell (think Ray from “Ev- 
erybody Loves Raymond’) from 
New Jersey who announces his 
great out-of-town promotion to 
both sets of grandparents. 
These are relatives he visits ev- 
ery week for Sunday dinner. 
The grandparents’ antics to 
keep Nick in town include an 
introduction to the very pretty 
and chic Caitlin O’Hare played 
by Hanalyn Colvin, who makes 
her GAC debut in this perfor- 
mance. Beatriz Mayoral and 
Ellen Cole, both experienced ac- 
tors, are wonderful as Nick’s 
maternal grandmother, Aida 
Gianelli and paternal grand- 
mother, Emma Cristano. Nick’s 
grandfathers Frank Gianelli 
played by Bill Jones, who 
makes his GAC debut in this 
role and Nunzio Cristano, 
brought to life by Jon Marget, 


add their own flavor. Jones like 
Colvin makes his debut. During 
most of the production, Jones 
looks like he is having loads of 
fun as Frank, delivering punch 
lines and generally cutting up, 
but it is Jones’ character who 
gives a heart-wrenching mono- 
logue of how he comes to 
America from Italy and Jones 
does a good job. Marget per- 
formed bit roles in earlier GAC 
plays, “The Tempest” as a 
guard and in “The Creation of 
the World and Other Matters” 
as the Angel of Death. In this 
production, he stretches into 
more of a character role — and 
handles it well. What also 
works well is the chemistry 
among these two couples — 
very lovely. 

The actors have the pleasure 
of performing on a warm set 
(think of an upscale of Archie 
Bunker’s living room). The GAC 
stage also has an array of family 
photos on display, beautiful serv- 
ing dishes and the like. 

This production makes the 
audience laugh; it make the au- 
dience cry; and the play is well 
worth going “over the river and 
through the woods” to see. Per- 
formances continue through June 
25 with two Sunday matinees. 
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SHL REDESIGN 


the SHL project, with a projected 
cost of approximately $100 million, 
has evolved into plans for its to- 
tal redevelopment, with a pro- 
jected cost of more than $750 mil- 
lion. 

This project, based on a “New 
Urban Village” theme, would in- 
volve the phased demolition of 
all existing rental housing units 
and its reconstruction with a 
greater number of units in a va- 
riety of housing types and styles 
and with a certain number of for- 
sale town homes. 

AIMCO considers the plan to 
have been “hatched” in 
Greenbelt, based on its earliest 
discussions with the Greenbelt 
City Council and further elabo- 
rated at the invitation-only plan- 
ning charette in January 2004 in 
Greenbelt. A 10-year build-out is 
projected once the redevelop- 
ment plan is approved by the 
Prince George’s Planning Board 
and the county and once 
AIMCO and the Board of Educa- 
tion agree to relocation of the 
elementary school and the city 
and AIMCO agree on the ex- 
change terms for relocation of 
the city’s recreation center and 
compensation for the adjoining 
property. 

Size Increase 

Mayor Judith Davis noted 
that the CSP now envisions that 
the total number of housing 
units under the new plan would 
be increased from the existing 
2,899 units to a range of 5,000 
to 6,000 units when complete. 
Davis questioned the density in- 
crease. 

Schwayder responded, “To 
make the project work.” To sup- 
port the greater density, AIMCO 
has requested that the project 
area be rezoned from the existing 
R-18 (garden apartment category) 
to R-10 (high-rise residential cat- 
egory). 

According to the city staff, R- 
10 would allow for the proposed 
density of nearly 32 dwelling 
units per acre and the housing 
types proposed in the CSP. For 
that reason staff recommends that 
a density cap be placed on the 
proposed project as a condition 
of the CSP. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts recalled that “Council’s ear- 
ler discussions considered that 
the increased density could be a 
trade-off for more green space.” 
Roberts also opined that the CSP 
is different than what was pre- 
sented in the past. “I think that 
there is lack of mix in housing 
types and that more balance is 
needed [in the number] of owned 
units.” 

Councilmembers Edward 
Putens and Leta Mach joined in 
this aspect of the discussion. 
They also raised concerns with 
both the small number of for-sale 
units planned and the lack of 
control over initial sales of such 
units to investors that would set 
up an absentee landlord type of 
situation. Putens wondered 
whether the for-sale units could 
be covenanted for resale restric- 
tions during the first two years. 

Mach echoed that idea. She 
reminded the AIMCO representa- 
tives that the use of cooperative 
housing models would provide 
those types of protections. In re- 
sponse, AIMCO representatives 
indicated they want to let the 
market dictate what the housing 
type mix should be but they are 
open to adjusting the mix de- 
pending on market conditions. 

Open Space 
Davis then raised the issue of

available open space and active 
recreation areas in the plan. She 
noted the city staff finding that, 
based upon the standards of the 
DDOZ, up to 23.55 acres of park 
land should be dedicated. The 
staff memo noted that “during 
past discussions with AIMCO on 
park land dedication or fee-in- 
heu of provisions, AIMCO has 
taken the position that such a re- 
quirement would be a deal 
breaker. Nonetheless, the subdi- 
vision regulations and the DDOZ 
include requirements for recre- 
ation.” 

Councilmember Konrad 
Herling weighed in on this gen- 
eral issue. “With the increased 
density being proposed,” he said, 
“the amount of active recre- 
ational areas would be even 
more acute.” Herling also asked 
the AIMCO team to consider a 
more central location for the 
community facilities. 

AIMCO representatives of- 
fered no specific response to 
council’s concerns regarding ad- 
equate recreation areas nor to the 
potential exchange of the exist- 
ing SHL Recreation Center site. 
Schwayder said that AIMCO may 
be able to live with no change 
in the recreation center site but 
was waiting for council to de- 
cide on available options to con- 
sider. 

School Issue 

Jose Morales, a member of the 
Prince George’s County Board of 
Education, reported on tentative 
results of the board’s feasibility 
study to replace the SHL elemen- 
tary school. Of three options 
considered by the board to ad- 
dress AIMCO’s request to con- 
struct a new elementary school 
on the existing Greenbelt Middle 
School site, the board is leaning 
toward a so-called Scheme C. 

This plan would entail remov- 
ing the entire school bus facil- 
ity; demolishing the existing 
middle school except for portions 
designated for historic preserva- 
tion (sections built in 1937 and 
1945); and, using a design con- 
cept that the board followed for 
the G. James Gholson Middle 
School/Cora L. Rice Elementary 
School project, build a new 
middle school/elementary school 
complex. 

Based on cost estimates pro- 
vided in the June 2004 feasibil- 
ity study for Scheme C, the total 
cost for the project would be ap- 
proximately $47 million. Mo- 
rales said that use of the bus site 
would allow for an expanded 
ballfield and recreation area to 
serve the new school complex. 
It would be considered a “park 
school” complex able to be used 
by the community. Council reac- 
tions to the Scheme C proposal 
ranged from concerns that the 
planned combination elementary/ 
middle school facility may not 
have adequate capacity to serve 
Greenbelt’s school populations to 
Roberts’ comment that “the 
School Board’s plan for fields 
would not take AIMCO off the 
hook.” 

“Kap” Kapistan, representing 
Beltway Plaza, provided com- 
ments to council and the AIMCO 
representatives regarding the in- 
terface of the redeveloped SHL 
with the back of the shopping 
center. He questioned the clos- 
ing of a portion of Breezewood 
Drive that is shown on the new 
plan and asked that an extension 
of Cherrywood Terrace into the 
Beltway Plaza property be con- 
sidered. He also preferred that 
more multifamily buildings be

Off-road Vehicles 
Need Registration 


Amendments to the county 
code, which took effect on April 
1, require the registration of off- 
road vehicles, including all-ter- 
rain vehicles, miniature scooters, 
miniature motorcycles (pocket 
bikes) and off-road motorcycles 
(dirt bikes). 

The amendments mandate a 
registration fee of $30 for all 
off-road vehicles upon the sale or 
transfer to any new owner. The 
registration must be in the name 
of the owner or, if the owner is 
under the age of 18 years, in the 
name of the parent or guardian. 
The registration will be valid for 
two years. 

The new amendments also 
stipulate that an off-road vehicle 
cannot be driven or operated on 
any public street or sidewalk in 
Prince George’s County; it can- 
not be driven on any private or 
publicly owned property unless 
the driver has with him written 
permission from the owner; and it 
may be operated on private prop- 
erty between 7 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
only. Furthermore, any person 
under the age of 16 years must 
be supervised by a parent or 
guardian while operating an off- 
road vehicle; and helmets must 
be worn by the driver and pas- 
senger at all times while the ve- 
hicle is being operated. 

Violations will result in a fine 
of $250 for the first violation, 
$500 for the second violation 
and $1,000 for any subsequent 
violations.

Open Space Funding 

Council unanimously agreed to 
submit the city’s FY 2006 Program 
Open Space (POS) to the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. In FY 06 
the commission is allocating the 
city $183,075, or three times the 
amount allocated last year, bring- 
ing the city’s total balance to 
$773,344. Davis was careful to 
point out that these funds cannot 
be used to supplement the budget 
but are reserved for the purchase 
of open space. 

Three acquisition projects will 
be included in the POS for FY 06, 
two in Greenbelt West and one in 
Greenbelt East. All are carryovers 
from last year’s program. 

Legislative Initiatives 

Not finding a choice project 
for submission to the statewide 
legislative initiatives list of the 
Maryland Municipal League 
(MML), staff suggested the city 
withhold making a suggestion this 
year. Last year the city had sug- 
gested Municipal Electric Aggre- 
gation, which was chosen by 
MML as one of its priorities. As- 
sistant City Manager David Moran 
gave council an update on the 
progress of that issue, saying that 
it had not made it past committee. 


The topic had later been tacked to 
another bill, which failed. 

Despite this setback, Moran re- 
marked that having been accepted 
by MML as a significant state- 
wide issue 1s an important step in 
raising the awareness level of 
people in power. MML can con- 
tinue to press its cause whenever 
practical. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
noted that this validates the inclu- 
sion of the city’s MML dues in the 
city budget. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts suggested the issue of making 
penalties for drunk driving more 
of a deterrent. He advocated con- 
fiscating the car of someone con- 
victed repeatedly for driving while 
intoxicated. Taking away their 
driver’s license, he said, is not 
painful enough and offenders often 
drive anyway. ‘Taking the car 
would be a bigger inconvenience 
and could generate revenue for the 
state if confiscated cars were sold. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
explained that drunk driving en- 
forcement is not consistent 
throughout Maryland because 
some judges are reluctant to send 
such people to jail where they will 
mix with more hardened criminals 
and may not be safe. Where jails 
are less crowded, he said, penalties 
are harsher. 

Council agreed to put Roberts’ 
idea forward at its annual legisla- 
tive dinner.

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Death Penalty Author Rachel King Visits at the New Deal Café

On a slow Wednesday night at 
the New Deal Café Rachel King, 
author of two books about the 
death penalty, sat at a table and 
discussed this controversial issue 
with whomever would listen. 

King was at the café on April 6 
at 7 p.m. to promote her new 
book, “Capital Consequences: 
Families of the Condemned Tell 
Their Stories,’ which focuses on 
the families of death row inmates. 
Her previous book, “Don’t Kill in 
Our Names: Families of Murder 
Victims,” spotlights the families of 
murder victims. 

Her first book taught me that 
families of murder victims are not 
always for the execution, some of 
them are for reconciliation, said 
Bob Auerbach, a 44-year resident 
of Greenbelt and co-chairman of 
the Greenbelt Greens. Auerbach 
invited King to speak at the café in 
order to “get a little bit of aware- 
ness” as well as to rally support 
for House Bill 1161, since with- 
drawn, which if enacted would 
have launched a Maryland Com- 
mission on Capital Punishment. 

The commission would look 
into racial disparities and other 
questionable factors surrounding 
the death penalty in Maryland. A 
statistic provided by the Maryland 
Coalition Against State Executions 
reveals that African Americans are 
four times as likely to be killed in 
homicides but the death penalty is 
given three times as often in the 
murders of whites. Of the seven 
men currently on Maryland’s 
death row, two are white while five 
are black; they all were convicted 


for killing whites. 

To those advocating the aboli- 
tion of the death penalty on racial 
and other grounds, the creation of a 
commission is a small step forward. 

‘Fundamentally I don’t believe 
a country that’s a democracy has 
the right to kill anyone for any 
reason,” said Julie Hawk, a friend 
of King’s. 

Christopher Scherer of Parkway, 
who was brought to the event by 
a blurb in the News Review, set up 
his position by stating that he is a 
life-long member of the Catholic 
Church. 

“Pope John Paul II was against 
the death penalty for some time,” 
he said. “The pope feels that if so- 
ciety can protect itself from these 
individuals, it’s very rarely if at all 
necessary.” 

If the perpetrator is locked 
away and no longer a threat, then 
there’s no need to take another 
life, Scherer added. Auerbach went 
further, proposing rehabilitation as 
an alternative to death. 

King’s investigations have led 
to some of these softer points of 
view concerning the death penalty. 
Starting back in 1996 King photo- 
graphed and interviewed families of 
people on death row and families 
of murder victims, two years after 
she helped to form Alaskans 
Against the Death Penalty, a cam- 
paign to combat the reinstitution 
of capital punishment in Alaska. 

“T felt like I was constantly in- 
spired by people’s ability to sur- 
vive horrific experiences,” King 
said of her first book, “Don’t Kill 
in Our Names: Families of Murder 
Victims.’ She considers her newer 
book even more powerful largely 





due to her deliberation that the 
Holocaust is the only comparable 
experience to the families of death 
row inmates. She said she be- 
lieves this to be comparable be- 
cause both cases involve govern- 
ment-endorsed slaying. 

King said that while families of 
victims go on to forgive the de- 
fendant and sometimes go on to 
advocate for the person’s release 
from death row, families of the 
condemned have a different expe- 
rience: they have to forgive soci- 
ety. They also have to live with 
the stigma of having an accused 
murderer in the family and cope 
with the lack of support they re- 
ceive from neighbors, friends and 
especially the media, which is con- 
siderably one-sided in its treat- 
ment of victims’ families versus 
inmates’ families, according to the 
Introduction of “Capital Conse- 
quences: Families of the Con- 
demned Tell Their Stories.” 

Joining in the discussion were 
Bret Cohen and Becky Wallack of 
the University of Maryland’s chap- 
ter of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. Cohen entered the café 
wanting to learn from King, an 
ACLU member herself who is an 
attorney for the organization’s 
Capital Punishment Project. 

Unevenly Applied 

“It’s alarming how the death 
penalty is unevenly applied be- 
tween states and among races. 
Minimally, I believe states should 
conduct studies to determine the 
relative application of the death 
penalty between victims and sus- 
pects of different races to deter- 
mine if the death penalty is being 
applied fairly and evenly, and if it 





is not, they should eliminate capi- 
tal punishment altogether,’ said 
Cohen. 

King said that the only state to 
investigate the death penalty fully 
was Illinois. Under the direction 
of Republican Governor George 
Ryan, a moratorium was placed on 
executions and a committee was 
created to ensure that no other 
man would be falsely put on 
death row — as Anthony Porter 
had been until he was reprieved in 
1998 after nearly 20 years of 1m- 
prisonment. 

King is unsure why other states 
are not readily following this ex- 
ample. 

King’s appearance at the New 
Deal Café came at a time of ten- 
sion forming around the status of 
death row inmate Vernon L. Evans, 
Jr., a 55-year-old African American 
man accused of shooting two 
people dead in Baltimore County 
over 10 years ago. On April | he 
was granted a stay in his execu- 
tion, which was originally planned 
for April 18 by the Court of Ap- 
peals. His case will be argued be- 
fore the Court of Appeals in June 
along with that of Wesley E. 
Baker, a man accused of shooting 
a white female to death in 1992. 

Activist groups such as the 
Campaign to End the Death Pen- 
alty feel Evans’ sentencing was un- 
just, citing his race as a major fac- 
tor in the litigation because both of 
his alleged victims were white. 

“T know that race played a big 
role in his case,” said King. She 
pointed out that in Maryland a 
black person is about three times 
more likely to receive the death 
penalty than a white person. 


“TEvans] didn’t have a trial with 
a jury of his peers,” she said. 
Though it’s illegal to remove ju- 
rors because of their race, King 
said, prosecutors came up with 
other reasons to get rid of the 
black jurors in Evans’ case, using 
eight of their 10 preemptive strikes 
to do so. 

King went on to criticize the 
justice system for not allowing 
death row inmates to have the 
right to an attorney after their first 
appeal. Accused men such as 
Evans who are too poor to afford 
their own counsel find themselves 
stuck with an inadequate defense, 
according to King. She said it’s 
possible for someone who has just 
graduated from law school to be 
appointed to a capital case — with 
no prior experience. 

‘People don’t understand what 
the system is really like,” said 
King. “[If they did,] I don’t think 
they would tolerate it.” 

A gathering around King ques- 
tioned the right of the state to 
sentence the most depraved crimi- 
nals to death on moral grounds. 

“T think absolutely it’s a moral 
issue. Some people really believe 
that some crimes are so severe you 
need death,” she said. “I think 
that’s a valid moral position [but] 
I don’t agree with it.” 

King pointed to the possibility 
of reconciliation with the victims 
as well as the ability of the inmate 
to work and send money to help 
repair the damage done. 

“The thing about a life sen- 
tence is that it allows for the pos- 
sibility of redemption,” she said.

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Designer of Unique Viola Is Son of Greenbelter

There’s a peculiar instrument 
on display at the National Music 
Museum in Vermillion, So. Dak. — 
the ergonomically-designed 
“Pellegrina” viola, donated May 
20 by Greenbelter Esther Rivinus 
in her name and that of her late 
husband, Edward Rivinus, Jr. The 
oddly-shaped instrument, an in- 
vention of Esther Rivinus’ son 
David of Portland, Ore., is often 
compared to surrealist painter Sal- 
vador Dali’s artwork. 

The traditional viola, a four- 
stringed member of the violin 
family, is positioned on the shoul- 
der and played with a bow. It 
leaves its musician susceptible to 
repetitive motion injuries includ- 
ing tendonitis, carpal tunnel syn- 
drome and rotator cuff injuries at 
the shoulder — especially during 
a four-hour rehearsal. David 
Rivinus designed the asymmetri- 
cal Pellegrina to reduce stress 
placed on a musician’s neck, 
back, shoulder, elbow and hand. 

“This [the Pellegrina] is liter- 
ally going to change the viola in 
years to come, because people 
cannot afford to own an instru- 
ment that is going to make a 
cripple out of them,” Esther 
Rivinus said. 

Although Esther Rivinus was 
unable to attend the dedication 
ceremony, David Rivinus pre- 
sented the instrument in her honor 
to Museum Director Dr. Andre 
Larson. The ceremony included a 
performance by several profes- 
sional violists who have rejected 
traditional instruments in favor of 
David Rivinus’ models, which are 
designed to increase comfort 
(without sacrificing sound) based 
on the needs of the musician. 
Common alterations include de- 
creasing both the weight and the 
length of the instrument. 

One of the more well-known 
performers, Don Ehrlich of the 
San Francisco Symphony and

viola professor at the San Fran- 
cisco Conservatory, turned to 
David Rivinus in 1997. Ehrlich 
suffered injuries to his elbow, wrist 
and thumb that had left him with 
little choice except to seek an al- 
ternative to the traditional viola. 

Although other ergonomically 
designed musical instruments 
have been introduced into the 
market, David Rivinus is the first 
to approach the viola. “This is 
hundreds of years of tradition 
that’s being challenged,” said 
Esther Rivinus’ friend Kathleen 
Holmay of Kensington. 

Explaining initial reactions to 
the viola’s very untraditional ap- 
pearance, Esther Rivinus said, 
“The first time he took it to a 
musical group to perform, one 
woman nearly fainted.” 

But since the first ergonomi- 
cally designed viola was intro- 
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duced in 1993, a number of 
David Rivinus’ instruments have 
been placed in orchestras around 
the United States, Australia, 
Canada and Europe, including the 
Atlanta Symphony and the Neth- 
erlands Philharmonic. 

Ridge Road resident Esther 
Rivinus, 85, settled in Greenbelt 
in the early 1990s but spent 
many earlier years traveling 
around the world with her six 
children and her husband, a for- 
eign service officer. In the 1950s 
the Rivinus family was in Austria, 
she said, and one day a very 
young David came home after 






playing with his neigh- 
bor. His friend’s father 
had just introduced him 
to the violin, David told 
Esther. 

“He said, ‘I will be 
the next Stradivarius,’” 
Esther said. 

Stradivarius or not, 
David’s line of instru- 
'|} ments includes an ergo- 
') nomically designed violin 
called ““The Maxi-milian,”’ 
an ergonomic but more 
traditional-looking viola 
called “The Riviola’ and 
five- and six-string violas. 
The waiting list for these 
instruments, which can 
vary from a couple of 
months to up to three 
years, shows how popular 
they are. 

The funny thing, though, is 
that David “hates playing it [the 
viola],” Esther said with a laugh. 
“Maybe it’s because he’s not very 
good at it.”

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Wheaton IRS 
Center to Close 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has announced that it plans to 
close some Taxpayer Assistance 
Centers (TAC) as part of their ef- 
forts to create efficiencies, mod- 
ernize operations and reduce 
costs while maintaining taxpayer 
service. The TAC in Wheaton, 
located at 11510 Georgia Avenue 
is one of 68 locations nationwide 
scheduled to close. 

The IRS currently operates 
400 TACs that provide walk-in 
service for taxpayers. The deci- 
sion to close was based on a 
model weighing five criteria in- 
cluding workload, geographic fac- 
tors, demographics, employee 
costs and facility costs. 

The closures reflect changes 
in how taxpayers file their taxes 
and access tax information. In 
recent years the use of IRS.gov 
and e-filing increased rapidly 
while face-to-face interactions 
with taxpayers declined. This 
year the majority of tax returns 
were filed electronically, the first 
time e-filing has outpaced paper 
returns. 

Taxpayers will continue to 
have access to a variety of IRS 
services by phone, through the 
website at IRS.gov and by the 
remaining TAC offices as well as 
IRS volunteer tax assistance pro- 
grams.
